If these are a success, they may be borrowed 
at a small rental price. The Outing Club have had two "outings", one a roller.-skating 
party and the other a ski-ing week-end at Tally-Ho Inn out of Huntsville. Ten. girls 
and three of the staff tripped off to Tally-Ho and had a grand time. The Badminton 
Clu b with Jo. Robinson f 22 as adviser, played regularly every Saturday morning with 
tournaments and round robins to spur on the players. The Riding Club , Elva Miller ’27 
adviser, ’went riding on Saturday mornings in the fall ana one all-important day followed 
the hunt. They are riding again this spring. The work of the Camera Club is only 
just beginning, but they have done one thing of interest and that is to visit the 
University Camera Club at Hart House. Miss Jackson entertained the Literature C.lnb 
one afternoon when they planned their activities; they were the guests of Miss Somers 
one evening when they discussed their favourite poems, and another evening Miss 
Gertrude Rutherford of the United Church Training School invited them to spend the 
evening with her. Still another evening was spent with Miss McElheran of the National 
Y.W.C.A. They also attended the Book Fair, and the Poetry Night at Convocation Hall 
with Lord Tweedsmuirl This account of some of the student activities will give you 
an idea of where the time goes, but it also shows what all-round girls they are by the 
time they graduate.

An event of great interest to the whole school was the piano recital given by 
Reginald Stewart on the afternoon of February 17th. Through a fund created especially 
for this purpose, Mr. Stewart has been able to play at private and public schools for 
a comparatively nominal fee and we considered ourselves fortunate to have him. This 
recital was under the auspices of the Music Group with the fee paid jointly by the 
School and the Activities Association of which the Music Group is a part. 

The Margaret Eaton School has again taken its place as a training school when it 
gave for the second year in succession a six-weeks course for the training of Camp 
Counselors. This was planned particularly for young and inexperienced counselors and 
was well attended. 118 registered for the full course, 40 took one to four evenings’ 
work which made a total of 158 individuals who were in attendance. Lectures were given 
by Mr. Chartres Sharpe, Assistant Master of the Toronto Model School, Dr. G. Brock 
Chisholm, of the Social Science Department of the University, Mrs. John Davidson, 
lecturer of note, Miss Elizabeth Y/ardley of our own staff, Mr. J. D. Ketchum, Assistant 
Professor of Psychology at the University, Dr. F. P. Dewar (cousin of Louise Dewar ’34) 
and Mr. Russel Boettger. Josephine Barrington ’21 was in charge of the Dramatics Group 
Dorothy Jackson ’27 of the Camp Swimming Group, Elizabeth Wardley of the Play and Games. 
Mr. Colin Farmer of the North Toronto Collegiate conducted the group in Nature Lore and 
Photography and Mr. B. H. Thomas of Camp Cheboygan took charge of the Discussion Group 
for men. 

We would call to the special attention of those graduates who are active in 
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physical education, the summer school which is to be held at McGill University during 
the month of July. This gives us a chance to do some summer studying in Canada and 
promises to be an excellent course. If you want to go further afield there are summer 
courses given at The Bennington School of the Dance, Bennington, Vermont, and at the 
University of V'isconsin, Madison. The English-Scandinavian Summer School at Sturrey, 
England, announces a new post-graduate course of one year beginning September 1938 in
